ACCUSES CREW 
AND OFFICERS. 


Boatswain of Alaska Makes 
Startling Charges. 


Insists ‘All Passengers Might 
Have Been Saved. 


Easterly Set of the Tide is 
Blamed for Wreck. 


{SY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 18.—Mem- 
bers of the crew of the wrecked 
steamer Alaska were so slack in their 
efforts to rescue survivors that an of- 
ficer of the rescue ship Anyox sug- 
gested that they be shot, Wifliam E. 
McClintock, the Alaska's first officer 
declared today. He was the last 
witness at the trial before Federal 
inspectors of four executive officers 
of the Alaska on charges of negli 
gence in connection with the wreck, 
which was concluded late today. 

A motion by attorneys represent- 
ing the accused officers that a de- 
cision be handed down tonight was 
denied. The inspectors only have 
the power to revoke licenses. 

COULDN'T GET MEN. 


When he was taken aboard the 
Anyox, McClintock said Ne tried 
to get a volunteer crew from among 
the more seasoned seamen of the 
Alaska to go back for survivors and 
sent Boatswain Hilmer to round 
them up. The boatswain came back, 
according to McClintock's testimony, 
and said: “Mr. Mate, I can't see why 
the young fellows can't go out; 
they're getting as much money as 
we are.“ 

McClintock declared he made two 
separate attempts to get a volunteer 
crew te go from the Anyox to search 
for survivors, but was stopped on 
both occasions by the master of the 
Anyox. The women on the a 
side of the Alaska seemed so fear- 
stricken that they had to be carried 
into the lifeboats, he said. 

McClintock said he got into an 
argument with the second mate of 
the Anyox when the rescue boat of- 
ficer asked him: 

“Where are all the good Yanks 
tonight?” 

RECORD OF HOBEY. 

He testified that Capt. Harry Hobey 
of the Alaska was a total abstainer 
and that the officers of the wrecked 
vessel were not entertaining women 
in their quarters when the boat 
struck. 

D. E. Dupree, Cakiand, second of- 
ficer; John R. Heikkela, Calumet, 
Mich., third officer, and M. J. Alboin, 
Portiand, Or., fourth officer, dented 
statements made by Boatswain Fred 
Hilmer that he was active in lower- 
ing boats on the boat deck during 
the whole period that the Alaska was 
sinking. Dupree said he saw the 
_boatswain shortly before the ship 
| went down, “but he did not seem to 
be particularly active.” 

| The Alaska changed her course at 
, 8:26 p.m., on the night that the ship 
struck Blunt’s Reef, Dupree said, 
on the captain’s theory that 
vessel should cruise further to sea, 
as the weather was thick. He said 
the wireless operator could not un- 
derstand his orders and could not 
be understood as he did not have 
a good command of the English 


language. 4 
Hilmer said “if the officers of the 
Alaska possessed qualifications of 
_—e I never had a chance to find 
out.” 
“So far as I know, the officers 
did not look around the decks for 
more passengers before they them- 
selves took off on life rafts,” Hilmer 
continued, and said that No. 1 life 
never was launched. 
The men assigned to him kor 
launching boats on the starboard 
side were competent, but the men on 
the port side, from which he was 
transferred by Capt. Harry Hobey 
after the first boat was launched, 
were not competent, according to 
Hilmer’s testimony. 
MIGHT HAVE SAVED ALL. 
“If I had been ordered to stay 
on the starboard side, where the 
greatest difficulty was experienced in 
launching boats, no lives would have 
been lost,“ the boatswain declared.
